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ENCOURAGING CONSIDERATIONS. 

Tange weeks since, on the 14th of November, we led our 
readers to expect a rise in the Bank rate of discount to 7 if 
not to 8 per cent , and last week, in an elaborate article, we 
endeavoured to expiain the powerful agencies which rendered 
‘a liigh: value of money most probable at this time, Our antici- 
pations have certainly been verified. On Wednesday the Bank 
‘Tiised its rate to 7, and on Thursday to 8 percent. We certainly 
regretthat the former step was not taken three weekssince. One 
bad effect in delaying a first step in such a case as the present is 
that we are forced to take two steps almost together. Time 
was that a rise of 1 per cent. in the Bank rate on two successive 
days would have half caused a panic. Now the popular mind 
comprehends the reasons which render such steps necessary, 
and approves of them. But the public has still nerves, and 
it is desirable not to shock them by too rapid a succession of 
severe blows. 7 wice this autumn the Bank has raised its rate 
2 per cent. within a week, and on both occasions it was antici- 
pated by many persons, and would probably have been better 
if it had made the first rise of 1 per cent. some little 
timeearlier. The Bank has no paramount power of fixing the 
value of money ; the price of money, like that of every other 
article, is ultimately regulated by demand and supply. But 
for short periods, and especially in moments of wavering and 
uncertainty, the Bank, from its large funds and its indefinite 
prestige, has considerable power. People do not follow it 
blindly, but they tend to follow it. This power, however, 
being in great part a moral power, depends upon the determi- 
nation and decision with which it is used. If the trumpet 
which should prompt and guide, gives an uncertain, hesitat- 
ing, and faltering sound, its voice will be neglected, and its 
followers will be confused. We think for some weeks past 
the tone of Lombard street would have been firmer, and its 
business more satisfactory, if the policy of the Bank had been

Again, if we~disregard the provisions of  Peel’s Act and

when the rate of discount was just raised to:8 per cent., we 
shall see ample reason for fortitude and encouragement.

We are now, therefore, much better prepared; we have now 
much more bullion in hand than at any other similar period. 
It is also to be considered that the present drain being to pay 
for cotton, does not press so severely on the industrial classes 
as a drain to pay for food. There is still an immense demand 
for the products of our industry, and there is not so much 
injury to business, so great a likelihood of disastrous failures, 
as if that drain had been caused by a deficiency of food, which 
at once diminishes and destroys the demand for all other 
articles. 

As to the future value of money, very perplexing and 
difficult considerations require to be weighed. That it will 
be very dear for some time to come we may be very sure, 
but how dear it will be, whether even now we have reached 
its highest point, is not certain. We own we still fear that a 
higher rate may be necessary. But the conjuncture is so new 
as well as so complicated, that it would be very presumptuous 
to be very confident. 

In the first place, we can derive little hope from the 
prospect of stopping what is called “cotton speculation.” 
We certainly believe that the price of cotton in the Liverpool 
market has been unduly forced up, and we also believe 
that the present high value of money will much depress that 
price. As we write, indeed, the price is falling, But 
no probable depression of price will stop the import of 
cotton. Whatever cotton is grown will come here, for, 
after every conceivable change, ours will be incomparably 
the best market for it. The cotton, too, is wanted. Lanca- 
shire is idle for the want of it, and the stock of cotton clothing 
all over the world is becoming scanty. Whatever be the rate

shall have to pay less te foreign countries ; but after ev 

bable reduction eotten will still be very dear, and we s 
Sore to pay very much. A rise in price may tend to delay 
some of the supplies of cotton, as there will no longer remain 
the great ingentive of the present price, and this may alleviate 
our sufferings, 

Secondly, it is very difficult to turn the exchanges with such 
countries as India, Egypt, or Brazil. They are all countries 
in which the value of money is always very high--aauch 
higher than 8 per cent. A rate of interest which would be 
gure to affect the exchanges with a European country, is not 
certain to do so there. If, too, we have bought cotton from 
semi-barbarous nations who will only be paid in the precious 
metals, we must find the cash for them cost what it may. 
Some great authorities, we know, believe that we have already 
paid for all the cotton we have really bought, but we confess 
we cannot confidently accept that sanguine conclusion. 

Thirdly, we doubt whether even 8 per cent. will very mate- 
rially diminish the great trade which is now going forward ; 
at least, we doubt whether the diminution will be sufficient to 
cause a great falling off in the demand for money, much less 
such a diminution in the gold circulation as would replenish 
the coffers of the Bank. The whole consuming power of the 
world is stimulated by cheap food ; by food, not cheap in one 
or a few countries only, but almost in all countries, And we 





new demand will be stayed, though it may be retarded by 
the present value of money. 

The real question, as we think, is not shall we stop the 
drain of silver to India, for this we shall not altogether do, 
though we may diminish it; not, shall we stop trade, now 
beneficially stimulated by an almost universally good harvest ; 
but can we attract capital from abroad to enable us to pay for 
what we need, and to carry on the trade which is so advan- 
tageous forus? In 1861, the last time money was at 8 per 
cent., we were able to attract supplies from abroad, and in 
that manner our difficulties were relieved. But then the rate

We may not have reached 
the rate yet, but we shall reach it; and this is our sure and 
certain hgpe in the present trial and difficulty.

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PRUSSIA AND DENMARBRE. 
Tue Prussian Pyime Minister, nay, ntly-——if we 
trust M. ven Bigmark’s declaration that he is acting in per. 
fect concert with M. von Rechberg on the hleswig. 
Holstein matter,—the Austrian Prime Minister too, are 
anxious to put a most untenable, not to call it dishon, 
interpretation on the London treaty of May 8, 18592, by 
whieh the suecession to the Danish Crown was 
lated. M. von Bismark tells the House of Representatives 
in Prussia that Prussia and Austria will keep their + 
engagement to recognise his Danish Majesty Christian IX, 
as ruler of all the dominions then united under the Danish 
seeptre on condition that Denmark keeps those covenants with 
Prussia and Austria which preceded and led up to the London 
treaty of 1852. These are M. von Bismark’s exact wondg 
used on Tuesday night in the Prussian Chamber :——“ It may 
“be deplored that the treaty was ever signed; but, since 
“ signed it was, honour and prudence alike command us to 
“allow no doubt to be cast upon our fidelity to treaties, 
« While acknowledging this obligation for ourselves, we must 
“ also insist upon its being equally binding on Denmark. The 
“‘ London treaty forms the conclusion of a series of negotia. 
“ tions which took place in 1851 and 1852 between Germany 
“and Denmark. The promises of Denmark, resulting there 
“ from, and the treaty which Prussia and Austria concluded 
“in London on the grounds of the same, are reciprocally and 
“ mutually dependent, so that they stand or fall with each 
‘“‘ other. The maintenance of those stipulations is just now of 
“ essential importance, especially to Schleswig. It gives 
“us the right to demand from Denmark the fulfilment 
“of stipulated promises in that Duchy.” And after. 
wards, M. von Bismark still more decisively maintains the 
right of Prussia and Austria to declare the London treaty 
violated by the obstinacy of the King of Denmark whenever 
they please :——‘‘ The King’s Government must reserve to itself 
“ the deeision of the question whether and when we, by the 
“ non-fulfilment of the Danish obligations, became at liberty 
“to renounce the London treaty, it can neither leave the said 
“ decision to the German Diet nor make it the subject of 
‘ declarations in this place. We have come to an understand- 
“ing with the Imperial Austrian Government, provisionally 


“ seeuring unanimity of the two Powers in respect of the)‘ 


‘« London treaty and its consequences.” Now, we call this slip- 

pery and dangerous language, which the other signitaries to 

the London treaty of 1852 cannot possibly listen to without the 

most emphatic protest. It is an attempt, in the first place, to 

make the London treaty as to the Danish succession the mere 

equivalent for certain other obligations reciprocally undertaken 

by Denmark, and which, by construction at least, are to be | 
regarded as the “consideration” for the London treaty, 
Now, the dishonesty of this assumption is patent on the | 
face of the London treaty itself. No document more 

simple was ever drawn. It expresses in its preamble, in 

the most lucid manner, what the true international 

“‘consideration’’ for that treaty really was. The con. 

tracting parties, it said, “taking into consideration]! 
“that the maintenance of the integrity of the 
“Monarchy, as connected with the general interests of the 
“balance of power in Europe, is of high importance to the 
“preservation of peace, and that an arrangement by which 
“the succession to the whole of the dominions now united 
“under the sceptre of His Majesty the King of Denmark should 
“devolve upon the male line to the exclusion of the female, 
“would be the best means of securing the integrity of that 
“ Monarchy,” and accordingly, without the least hint of any 
other consideration for this proceeding, the contracting parties 
determine on the line of succession to be adopted. If a 
treaty is to enforce “reciprocal” obligations as the German 
Powers now maintain, those reciprocal obligations should 
be expressed in the treaty. There is not the remotest 
vestige in the London treaty of 1852, that it was signed by 
Prussia and Austria conditionally on the fulfilment of any 
Danish obligations. mutually contracted towards them. In- 
deed the mere fact that other great Powers besides the 
German and the Danish,-for example England and France, 
—were pledging themselves by this treaty without having 
taken any share in the previous ent between Den- 
mark and Germany, sufficiently shows that the London 
treaty rests on a wholly different basis from those previous 
negotiations which Prussia and Austria now wish to tie

We 
jeve the acclaim is warranted, as.far as any anticipatory 
rage ever is warranted ab all, but its universality is. never- 
not a little curious, as showing how completely popu- 
knowledge. 
The great majority of the people who all the past week have 
upon the 
“capital choice for India,” must judge.of Sir John Lawrence’s 
| fitness in some way by an English standard; for they 
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really know when unexcited, or seem to know, no other, Yet 
it is perfectly certain that, if tried by the English standard, 
he is not oaly not the fittest, Lut one of the most 
uufit candidates for very high office. He is not a cultie 
vated man, or a man with great power of idi 
others, has never displayed any eloquence, or made hig ideas 
felt in any way by the people who now welcome his elevation 
to an almost imperial chair. Nobody would hear without 
dismay that he had been appointed Premier, or Home Secre- 
tary, or Minister for Foreign Affairs, or even Secretary for 
India, and yet the Viceroyalty, which unites in itself all these 
positions and that of a Sovereign besides, is considered, and 
most justly considered, to be most worthily filled. The man 
who in England would never be held worthy of a place in 
the Cabinet, is in the same country held to be competent. to 
govern two hundred millions of men. The opinion is a very 
curious and a very anomalous one, but it is based on a fact 
the existence of a very real distinction between the kind of 
capacity that is required for the English and for the Indian 
systems of government,—a distinction so wide that success in 
the one is often a disqualification for success in the other. 


The first task of an English statesman is not to originate 
ideas, but to apply the ideas begotten among the people 
themselves in a conerete and practical form. The second is, 
to persuade the naturally conservative mass that his scheme 
is on the whole fitted to remove the grievance which annoys 
them, or introduce the improvement which they desire, with- 
out causing other grievances or hindering other forms of 
advance. He has no need of possessing very great adminis- 
trative strength, for if he has it not in himself, he can find it 
in his department ;, and as the measure in the end is carried 
by the people themselves, or at all events by the only cohe- 
rent class among the people themselves, it isin fact supported 
by irresistible power, The difficulty of passing a new measure 
in England is exceedingly great ; the difficulty of enforeing it 
when passed, very little indeed. So enormously powerful is 
the machinery when once put in motion that for many years 
there has scarcely been an instance of successful defiance to a 
regularly passedlaw. Social combinations to resist one are.ex- 
ceedingly rare, a combination of officials to evade oneis unknown, 
and a successful insurrection caused by a law has not been re- 
corded for more than halfacentury. The consequences.of this 
state of circumstances is the growth of a class of statesmen of a 
very peculiar type, men wonderfully acute to follow the ten- 
dency of opinion, to disconnect the false or surface opinion 
from the true or internal wish, very adroit in persuasion, very 
lucid in explanation, very able in the embodiment of ideas:in 
the form of Parliamentary schemes, but not very well caleu- 
lated to rule unaided and alone. They draw their resources 
from without, consider eloquence as valuable as inventiveness, 
and never employ, and therefore gradually lose, that overbear- 
ing energy of will which is the characteristic, for instance, of 

| the early Tudors. They have to persuade, not to coarce—to 
reconcile conflicting interests, not to thrust all aside—to carry 
on an organisation, rather than organise afresh. Patience, 
forbearance, tact, lucidity, and that special and incommuni- 
cable quality possessed by the most varied minds and the: most 
different grades of intellect, known as “ influence over the 
“ House,’—these are the qualities which make a successful 
English statesmen. If to them he adds a decently strong will, 
and some inventiveness—wonderfully little will do for any office 
except the Exchequer-—hemay even be considered great. Henry 
the Eighth would to-day find no place in an English Oabinet, 
would be an intolerable nuisance there, for the work which 
can only be done by a governing mind, a mind which can 
drive and compel and coerce other minds into submission to.a 
policy devised by itself, which thinks first of the-amountiof 
physical opposition it will encounter, and only secondly of 
the wisdom of its project, is not in England requixed. It 
is because it zs still required in Ireland, that English states 
men so rarely prosper in governing that country, and scapzealy 
ever sueceed in founding new institutions. They camihelp 
the nation to govern itself, sometimes help it im ravely able 
fashion, but they are seldom able to govern it. Durzing:this 
century, amidst the scores of wonderfully able men who-have 
sat. in the British Cabinet, there has scazcely been one.of 
whom people have felt “that man could found an Empize.” 
Chatham was the nearest approach to that type among our 
modern statesmen, and the one complaint against Chatham in 
Parliament was the dominance of his nature. 

The highest Indian statesman is of a widely different. kind, 
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There the Viceroy is, in theory, despotic. He can pass an Act— 
the supreme instrument of English authority—of his own mere 
motion, and legalise it by his single signature ; and he is, in 
practice, the sole political ruler. Socially, he uses no power at 
all. He would not, for example, dream of arresting a private 
criminal by order; and this is the distinction between him 
and any other autocrat in the world. But politically he is as 
absolute as a Ozar, and has nearly the same work to do. His 
duty is, first of all, to keep the machine going. Owing to 
the fewness of the administrators, the dislike of the people to 
law, the vastness of the country, and the permanent dissocia- 
tion between the rulers and ruled, the tendency of the machine 
is to stop. The Viceroy being himself the sole motive power, 
has to keep up an incessant pushing, drawing up the reins of 
discipline in this armed force, punishing laxity in that civil 
department, forcing all manner of men who would rather work 
very little and very perfunctorily to work very hard and with 
a distinct will to make the work successful. The English 
statesman leaves this impulsion very much to Parliament 
and the people. The Viceroy can leave it to nobody, and even 
the political slang of the two countries acknowledges the dis- 
tinction. “He'll keep the horses straight,” say the clubs of 
a Minister whom they expect to be efficient, the movement of 
the horses being taken for granted. “He'll make the horses 
“ chul” (go) will be the Indian remark on Sir John Lawrence, 
the immobility of the steeds being the habitual starting point. 


''Then the Indian statesman has no difficulty in carrying his

measure. In theory he has only to order, and in practice, if it is 
not very hateful to Europeans, who can and do sometimes play 
opposition with real Parliamentary effect, h2 can always get his 
scheme transformed into law. But when it is law it is nothing, 
for behind it there is no irresistible people. There is only 
the Viceroy and the army, and the energy necessary 
to make the machine go at all must be redoubled to improve 
it while it is still in motion. For example, the code of pro- 
cedure is to be extended to an outlying province. There is 
no difficulty in making it law, for nobody thinks of resisting 
orperhaps of attending. But when it is law, the Viceroy 
must make half the officials who hate the innovation, and 
whom he cannot replace, work the code whether they like 
it or not. Then the planters find out that they are aggrieved, 
and unless the revenue is to decline, some compromise must 
be forced upon them. Then the natives resist, and the police 
must be recast, or troops drawn to the province, or some mode 
devised of compelling the great folk to keep the little folk 
quiet till custom reconciles them to the improvement. There 
is incessant demand for new force, and the Viceroy who can 
find most of that force in himself is the successful Viceroy. 
He must, if he is to succeed, be a man whom other men 
dread to oppose, who they feel sure can and will force his 
personal views on them in spite of any amount of overt or 
hidden resistance. Then India requires in a peculiar degree the 
virtue of promptitude. Every annoyance may next moment 
be a calamity. A village is in insurrection. If the troops 
are there next day there is little harm done, if the day after 
@ province may be in a blaze. Unless the Viceroy can de- 
cide almost without reflection, his subordinates will be com- 
pelled to act for themselves, and besides the risk of their 
acting wrong, they will lose all confidence in him. Lord 
Canning’s great capacity was undervalued for years, because, 
whenever an emergency occurred, he was accustomed to think 
it over, The ultimate order was excellent, but people 
wanted less perfect orders, given in time. Above all, 
the Viceroy has from the special necessity of his posi- 
tion as representative of a civilised race among a half- 
civilised one, to keep a vast population which wants to 
recede perpetually advancing. He must compel it some- 
how to become every year a little more orderly, a little more 
enlightened, a little more wealthy, a little more ready to keep 
step with the march of European ideas; and to do it he must 
have driving power. Wisdom, knowledge, originality, experi- 
ence, tact,—everythirig Englishmen value are, without this 
one faculty, simply valueless. Be the road laid out ever so 
well, the mass will not stir till it is pushed, and he who 
pushes hardest gets it along most inches. The single quality 
in facet, without which an Indian Viceroy fails, is that which, 
for want of a better word, we must term “force”; and it is 
because Sir John Lawence has force, and has it in an excep- 
tional and most unusual degree, that he wil! make a better 
Viceroy than any of the many statesmen who in every quality 
save that may surpass him.

THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCR 


Tue Emperor is the Crowned Democrat of Europe, The 
position is no doubt one of great elevation and of e 
power, but it is also one full of peril and full of exigencies, 
“The Masses,” though an effective, and under many circum. 
stances, an almost resistless servant, make a capricious, ex. 
acting, and relentless master. Both at home and abroad 
Napoleon III. has a contract with the agencies that have 
made him what he is and that sustain him where he is, 
terms of which contract must be rigidly fulfilled. At home 
he rules over the middle classes, in defiance of the educated 
classes, and by the support of the lower classes and the army, 
In ultimate resort he may be said to reign by the right of 
numbers and by the instrumentality of bayonets. It is true 
that he has done much—perhaps as much as lay in his power 
—to widen the basis of his throne, and to make all clagses 
interested in maintaining him. He has tentatively ang 
modestly allowed the intellectual classes to raise their heads: 
he has conciliated the bourgeoisie by the material prosperity 
which he has so sagaciously and indefatigably fostered; and 
he has cancelled or moderated the hostility once felt towards 
him by the rich and great by convincing them that pro 

was in habitual danger from the Rouges, and that his was the 
only hand that could avert that danger. So that beyond 
all dispute the number of those who wish to overthrow 
him has largely diminished, and the number of thos 
who desire to maintain him has largely increased, each 
year since 1852. Still it remains true that to re 
tain his popularity and prestige with France—ie, 
with the two ultimately governing bodies in France,—hg 
must be sedulous to please, or at all events careful not to 
offend, the populace, the peasantry, and the army. Now 
France loves two things above all others—gain and glory, 
It is difficult to say which it loves most. Both the French 
peasant and the French bourgeois thirst for wealth with an 
inordinate longing ; yet both are singularly susceptible to 
what Goéthe calls “the tyranny of ideas.” They are easily 
carried away by political sympathies and by the cravings of 
national vanity :—this is true even still more strongly of the 
populace of the towns. They are delighted with seeing their 
country so influential, so disturbing, so dictatorial in Europe, 
and are ready to worship the man who has made her so. Yet 
at the same time they are little inclined to pay the natural 
price for so distinguished a position. The peasants will not 
endure fresh taxation, nor will the middle classes patiently 
face the interruption to industry and commerce consequent 
on extensive wars. But such wais as can be carried on by 
means of loans at high interest raised at home ; such wars as 
can be made to cause an increased demand for native produc 
tions or to promise an extension of foreign commerce; such 
wars as eventuate, or promise to eventuate, in accession of 
territory ; such wars as are not too difficult or dangerous, and 
hold out hopes of feeding ancient grudges or gratifying long 
disappointed hopes,--such wars, finally, as bring France grandly 
before the eyes of the world as the defender of oppressed nations 
and the champion of crushed democracies,--such wars, and such 
only, are likely to be undertaken by the Emperor. France de- 
mands of him that he shall exhibit her unceasingly in the 
blended attitude and colours of the Peacock and the Eagle ;—and 
so long as he does this, she is satisfied to leave him the choice 
of means—whether he prefer sudden wars, magnificent con- 
gresses, or distant naval expeditions. Thus far he has suc 
ceeded wonderfully in giving his exacting nation precisely 
what she wants, and avoiding precisely what she detests and 
dreads. The wealth and commerce of France under his reign 
have increased with wholly unexampled rapidity. Both in 
peace and war he has been a most expensive Ruler; but his 
vast expenditure has been met either by the increased pro- 
ductiveness of the existing taxes, or by open loans which 
every saving and hoarding peasant has felt as a positive source 
of affluence. Never, except under his Uncle and during @ 
short period of Louis XIVth’s reign, has France been 80 
influential, or at least so disturbing (and that is what French- 
men really like), as she is now. Then for glory, or what in 
Gallic eyes passes for such, Louis Napoleon has given her her fill.

LEASE WITH A PERIODICAL INCREASE OF RENT. 
IRISH AGRICULTURE. 
TuereE is nothing like a business transaction to illustrate a 
principle, and we, therefore, reply with pleasure to the question 
asked by a Westmorland proprietor in the following letter :— 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE BOONOMIST. 

Sm,—An agriculturist is negotiating for a lease of a large favm in a 
Northern county that has been much improved and is in good condition 
in every way. The landlord offers him a lease of 7, 14, or 21 years, to 
be now fixed, but, considering the probable future increase in the value 
of grazing farms, he expects an increase of rent at the end of each 
seven years. Is it, in your opinion, to the advantage of the tenant to 
take the 21 years lease with the conditions, or only.a seven years’ lease 
without. A LaNDpOowNaER. 

Our correspondent speaks of “ ing farms,” but we assume 
that the farm to which he refers is not exclusively pasture, but 
contains a portion of arable land, without which we do not think 
stock can be kept, reared, or fed to the best advantage. The 
lease of which he speaks, as for seven, fourteen, or twenty-one 
years, would be practically a lease for seven years only, and 
we do not believe that a term of seven years is sufficient to 
induce a tenant to make the outlays he ought to make in order 
to derive the full commercial adv his farm may be 
capable of affording. We think, therefore, that it would he 
more for his benefit to take the farm fer an absolute term 
of twenty-one years with an advance of rent at the end of the 
first seven and fourteen years of that term, with this proviso, that 
the rate of increase be now definitely fixed, either in actual 
money, or by some reference to the prices of such commodities 
say, fat cattle or sheep—as the farm is best adapted to produce, 
at the suggested periods of advance. If the advance be now 
fixed in money, which, we think, would be the preferable plan, it 
should be reasonable, and calculated on something like an e 
division of the increased value of the land, which it may be fairly 
assumed is likely to arise from the p of the country in 
wealth and well-doing, between the landlord and the tenant. 
Special knowledge of ‘the present state of the farm, the advan- 
tages or disadvantages, present or prospective, of the local situa- 
tion, and various other circumstances, would be necessary to 
form an estimate of the of increase on the present 
rent, which might be fairly calculated on if the farm had to be 
re-let, in .as good condition as at at the period of revision. 
We may mention that an agti ist of great experience, and 
who has a large acquaintance with farming and farmers in various 


districts in England, is of opinion that, taking the country 


throughout, the rise of value in agricultural land during the past 
20 years. may be taken at from 12 to 15 percent. Now, assuming 
that to be something like the proximate rate of increase for the 
next 21 years, an increase of 5 per cent. in the rental at the end 
of the first seven years, and a similar advance at the end of the 
next seven, would give the landowner fully his share of the 
increased value of the property, while it would enable the tenant, 


— 
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at a known and definite rate of increase, to obtain such a secure 
possession for the full term of 21 years as would, by judicious 
operations on his farm, secure a full equivalent for the advance of 
rent. As was stated by Mr George Hope in his paper read 
at the Social Science meeting in Edinburgh, to which we referred 
last week, “ there is often a wonderful amount of produce obtained 
from a farm that has been long. and liberally treated and thoroughly 
cultivated; but let it be stinted in manure for a short time, or have 
the tillage operations imperfectly performed, and it will hardly be 
thought the same soil.” In short, it is much more easy to keep 

the condition of a farm than to get it up, and it is clearly to the 
advantage of a tenant-farmer to get a lease for twenty-one years, 
with a fixed periodical increase of rent, than to take his farm on 
a shorter term with the prospect of having a new agreement to 
make at the end of seven and fourteen years for continued 
occupation; and such an arrangement must be no less bene- 
ficial to the landlord. But both parties must eschew any 
valuation at the end of seven and fourteen years, for that would 
practically be new takings and would neutralise all the benefits of 
a long lease. The advanced rent should be either fixed sums of 
money, or something to be reduced into money by mere calculation, 
having regard to prices of certain specified commodities at the time 
of the advance of rent. A fixed money advance is, however, far 
the best plan. 

The following letter of an Irish correspondent, Mr Dickenson, 
is probably quite right in stating that the conversion of Irish 
agricultural into grazing land would be a great calamity ; and that 
acertain proportion of tillage is as essential to really successful 
stock-breeding in Ireland as it is in most parts of England :-— 

To THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST 
Newry, Nov. 25, 1863. 

Srr,—I find from your article of last week that the Economisr joins 
in the recommendation to convert Ireland into grazing farms; but I 
beg of you and your readers to consider for a moment that cattle must 
be fattened in winter for the butcher as well as in summer, and reared 
also through the winter. The dairy district of Cheshire pays without 
tillage, because it sells its calves to Shropshire men, who (having grown 
corn) can winter them in straw yards, and re-sell the heifers to Cheshire, 
at three years old, and put the bullocks to the stalls. The beef-grazing 
districts also make money, because in spring they can buy stock from 
tillage districts which have wintered more than they can summer, and 
because in autumn they can sell stock to districts that have grown the 
means of fattening them. Deprived of those two resources, they would 
have to turn to tillage themselves. Ireland, all grass, would be like 
our clothing districts, all spinners and no weavers. 

You say: “ The land of Ireland, from the peculiarly moist and un- 
certain character of the soil, is better adapted for grass than tillage.” 
Such is not the fact. The climate is moist, but Providence has granted 
a compensation in the soil, being of that friable loamy nature which 
best bears moisture. I speak, of course, of the arable land. In it there 
is a much smaller proportion of cold soils than in England, and there is 
less of that stiffness which interferes so much with tillage in parts of 
England. Altogether, I maintain that tillage is as often preferable to 
grazing in Ireland as in England. I know a majority of those who 
have published on the subject say the contrary, but I see no one write 
or say so who has farmed in Ireland. Having myself farmed hundreds 
of acres in both countries, I submit that my name, totally insignificant 
in every other way, vouches for opportunities of judging, and that no 
one should attempt to inform the public who has not had opportunities 
of judging. If Lord Talbot de Malahide, Mr Pollock, Mr Andrews, or 
any other such put their names to a contrary opinion, I will hide my 
diminished head. As to your advice to Irishmen, “ to abandon cereals 
in favour of root crops,” I would say, “don’t grow root crops unless 

“you grow cereals also.” Your suggestion, that “ perhaps the high price 
of grain and defective potatoes have led Irish farmers to consume their 
live stock, instead of turning it into money,” reads to us as a cruel 
mockery. 

The misfortune of Irish agriculture is that it is generally car- 
ried on upon too small a scale and with insufficient capital, 
and though the seasons in Ireland have of late years been 
pea 4 unfavourable for cereal crops, we do not believe that 
8 crops can or will to any large extent be permanently 

abandoned. Where the sub-soil is dry, considerable compen- 

sation is afforded for a moist climate, but we apprehend oats 
will, in the long run, be found a better grain to grow in Ireland 
than wheat, which is of all grains the least tolerant of excessive 
moisture. Want of proper buildings has much to do with the 
inferiority of Irish farming, and until rational leases are granted to 
farmers a sufficient means to manage their farms properly, no 
one acquainted with husbandry can have any reasonable expecta- 
| tion of seeing the real capacity of Ireland for agricultural produce 
fairly tested.

The Minister, in the course of bis report, says that the cost of 
the expedition to Mexico, in 1862 and 1863, is 210,000,000f 
(8,400,000/) ; and he intimates that Mexico will be called on t 

ay that sum; indeed, the account has been already presented to 

er. At one time he had hoped that she would be able to raise g 
loan, out of which she could pay the amount, in which case he 
(the Minister) would not bave to ask for a new loan; “ but,” says 
he, ‘‘ notwithstanding the confidence we entertain in seeing estab- 
lished at no distant date a regular Government in Mexico, we 
could not base the security of our finances, on the payment of her 
debt.” In connection with this subject, I may mention that 
several eminent capitalists of this city purpose raising a large loan 
—20,000,000/ sterling is the figure named—for Mexico, part of it 
to be employed in paying the claim of France, the rest in other 
purposes. It is expected that the French Government will gua- 
rantee this loan.

And the outlay for public 
works has not been less than 246,000,000f. It is no doubt morti- 
fying to M. Fould to have to make a loan in the midst of European 
peace, especially as on entering office he boasted that he would 
“close the great book of the public debt.” But under the despotic 
Government which exists here, he has no means of preventing 
costly military expeditions in distant climes, and they of course 
occasion perturbation in the finances. He might say as one of his 
predecessors, Baron Louis, was wont to say: “‘ Give me good policy 
and I will give you a good state of finance, but if not, no.” 

The other point to be mentioned is relative to railways. The 
guarantee of interest which the Government has had to give from 
1865 to Companies fo? the execution of third and fourth rate lines 
will, the Minister calculates, amount in that year to from 15,000,000f 
to 18,000,000f; and in subsequent years to about 33,000,000f. In 
round figures, he counts on an additional outlay under this head of 
about 30,000,000f. The subventions which the Government has 
undertaken to give to Companies amount to 475,000,000f; but an 
arrangement has been made to pay the Companies in annuities 
extending over the whole period of their concessions instead of in 
money down; and so the Government will have to provide 
21,000,000f per annum for 92 years. At the end, however, of 
that time the railways will become the property of the Govern 
ment. 

The Minister does not say how he proposes to raise his loan,— 
whether by a public subscription, as on previous oceasions, or by 
an arrangement with bankers. The latter course will probably be 
adopted, and it will be more acceptable than the other to the 
finanancial world, 

On the Bourse the announcement of the loan has created a good 
rather than a bad impression, because it is for a smaller sum than 
had been anticipated. The money market has been much agitated

But this 
augmentation was owing exclusively to the increase in the length 
worked, and the receipts per kilometre present a decline not only 
for the new lines but for the old ones also. This decline in the 
aggregate is not far short of 6} per cent. The following are the

THE LIMITED FIELD FOR NEW JOINT STOCK 
BANKS IN ENGLAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

S1r,—The timely article on banking in your last issue, by 
throwing a strong light on some current illusions, will have well 
served the three great interests concerned in the question,—those 
of existing banks, of projectors, and of customers. Before pro- 
eeeding to point out the fields in which new banking enterprise 
may yet profitably employ itself, you specified the only two 
methods by which new banks could attempt to found a business in 
ordi lish districts in the face of old-established institutions. 
It is on the first only of these that I wish to advance a few brief 
considerations, which, while they modify to some extent the state- 
ment-of facts in reference to provincial banking, will, I think, 
strengthen the inference you draw from them. 

It seems to be assumed that country bankers follow the London 
practice of allowing interest only on the minimum balance of the 
month, and that new banks have therefore an opportunity of intro- 
ducing an orp go novelty in the form of an allowanee on the 
real balauce of day. This, however, is an error; and as it is 
of vital inyportance that the true conditions of the case be under- 
eae this error should certainly be corrected.

In the provinces 
t = custom, and amongst the great joint stock institu- 
tions of the Northern and Midland counties which have adopted 
the Scotch system, I may say, the universal custom, to make the 
allowance of interest on the real balance of each successive day. 
From this fact it arises that while the nominal rate of interest 
allowed by the London joint stock banks has sometimes been a 
shade above that allowed by the country banks, the actual average 
rate, as tested by the amount of interest set down under profit and 
loss account as really paid to customers upon the aggregate of their 
balances for the year, is in the case of some London banks less than 
one-half the rate paid in the country. There is, therefore, no room 
for improvement or over-bidding in this respect ; and any sanguine 
projector who establishes a new provincial bank on the strength 
of the principle of allowing interest on daily balances, will find 
that he has brought a cargo of coals to Newcastle. 
To do the projectors justice, however, it is not in the matter 
of interest that they have seen their way to any tempting innova- 
| tion. Bankers’ commission hes been the favourite topic of dis- 
cussion, and the pet peg on which to hang fair promises in the 
most roseate of prospectuses. London being the greatest of all 
centres for the accumulation of unemployed capital, and present- 
ing, therefore, the richest deposit-yielding area in the world, it has 
been found possible to realise great profits while dispensing with 
the charge of commission. But the very different conditions of 
country banking,—the firing cf capital and its closer absorption 
in actiye processes, and the necessity for making advances in cur- 
rent account, have rendered commission in many cases a matter of 
necessity and a fair remuneration for the facilities sold by baukers. 
Even with this extra source of income, the country banks have, as 
a general rule, fallen far short of the ratio of profits made by 
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those of the metropolis. The bank projectors, therefore found, 
as might have been expected, that even in the item of commission 
there was less room for competition than had been supposed. The 
charge, which was in the first instance to be abolished, is now | 
spoken of mildly as subject to “ modification ;” and, practically 
the old and new banks are in this respect upon a common footing 
having met half-way on the ground of a+reduced or commuted 
charge. 

All this goes strongly to confirm the inference you have so care, 
fully drawn, and to justify your recommendation of “ great cay. 
tion to those who may be thinking of establishing new banks ig | 
ordinary English distriets.”—I am, &c., A Bank Manage.

In the corresponding week of 1853, the setting in of the 
winter had caused a temporary suspension of warlike move- 
ments in the Turkish provinces. Some renewal of pressure in 
the money market had followed from the extensive bullion 
export. At Blackburn, slight disturbances had taken place in 
connection with the strikes. The Swedish Diet and the 
Prussian Chamber had been opened. 

In 1860, the supplementary convention in the French 
treaty of commerce of June 23rd had been published. The 
crisis in New York was increasing, and the shipments of gold 
from this country, which had amounted in. one week to about 
600,0007 or 700,000/, had temporarily affected the London 
market. 


1n 1861, the excitement which had been caused by the 
forcible detention of the Southern delegates, Messrs Slidell 
and Mason, had not diminished. A proclamation had been 
issued prohibiting the export of arms, ammunition, and war- 
like stores from this country. 

In 1862, the Swiss Federal Council had authorised the signa- 
ture of a treaty of commerce with Belgium. The Ratazzi 
Ministry had resigned in Turin. The Spanish Cortes had 
been opened. Great inundations of the Rhone had taken 
place, to the destruction of much property at Marseilles and 
at Avignon. 130,000/ had been raised at Manchester, at a 
public meeting for the relief of the distressed cotton opera- 
tives. Greek bonds had fallen 1 per cent. on the London 
Stock Exchange on the intimation that Prince Alfred would 
not be allowed to accept the Greek throne. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1853, a deficiency of 
5,106,6567; in 1860, a deficiency of 7,631,9877; in 1861, 
a deficiency of 2,951,2367; and in 1862, a deficiency of 
5,683,283. In 1863, the deficiency is 8,249,014, 

Discount anp Money Manrxer.—<After a short period of 
quiet—quiet that resulted rather from the preparations that 
had been made to meet the apprehended danger than from 
the idea that it had actually passed bythe money market 
has been startled by the advance of 2 per cent. within forty- 
eight hours in the Bank minimum rate of diseount. 

The immediate cause of the measures adopted by the Bank 
was the further rise reported in the Indian exchanges by the 
last mail. The continued shipments of gold to the Brazils 
and to Egypt have also exercised great imfluence, as the 
engagements entered into with the latter country were fora 
considerable amount of specie, which has now nearly been 
despatched. 

The greatest effect produced by the recent change has been 
upon the cotton market, where a rapid decline is noted. The 
produce markets are also in some measure acted upon by the 
dearer rate of money. It is probable enough that a reduction 
in the price of stocks, and especially of cotton, will follow 
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from a stringent money market; but it is evident that the 
permanence of the fall must depend upon the arrivals, since 
the present stock is scarcely sufficient for a month’s consump- 
tion at the increasing extent of our manufactures. With re- 
gard to purchases effected for later delivery, speculation has 
in this, as it does in all such cases, most likely gone ahead. 
Still, however merchants may have been tempted to stimu- 
late production by the hope of securing the earliest supply 
for delivery in the market here, the energetic measures taken 
will greatly tend to reduce such speculation within reasonable 
limits and to avert disaster.

The biddings on Wednesday last at the Bank of Eng- 
land for 500,000/ Government bills on India amounted to 
1,700,000.

Advices from the Continent affirm that advances have been 
made to the extent of 3,000,000/ to the Austrian Govern- 
ment.

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 24 per mille premium, and 
the short exchange on London is 25.25 per 1/ sterling. On comparing 
these rates with the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 10}d per ounce, 
standard, it follows that gold is nearly 1-10th per cent. dearer in 
London than in Paris. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 425} per mark, and 
the short exchange on London is 13.5 per l/sterling. Standard gold 
at the English Mint price is, therefore, about 1-10th per cent. dearer 
in Hamburg than in London. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is 1624 to 163 per cent., and the premium on gold is about 48} 

rcent. At these rates there is scarcely any profit on the importation 
of gold from the United States.

The public sales of colonial wool were brought to a close on 
Tuesday, when prices maintained their firmness as regards all 
descriptions. quantity offered was 75,893 bales, 28,150 bales 
of which were from the Cape of Good Hope, 15,729 from New 
Zealand, 13,699 New South Wales and Queensland, 10,081 Vie- 
toria, 2,529 Tasmania, 1,207 South Australia, 972 Swan River, 
and 3,526 bales from sundry ports. In reference to the 
state of the biddings and the fluctuations in prices during 
their progress, Mesers Willans, Overbury, and Co. remark :— 
““The advance actually established on the opening day of sale 
did not exceed 1d per 1b on Australians, and 4d to 1d on Capes. 
The demand for immediate consumption, however, was so great,. 
that on combing qualities and faulty wools with staple, a 
farther improvement took place, and prices continued buoyant 
until about the middle of the series, when buyers, having supplied 
immediate wants, evinced a disposition to contract their opera- 
tions, and a reaction to the extent of 1d per lb ensued. During 
the last few days there was rather more spirit, but prices were 
not materially affected, and the sales closed firmly at about open- 
ing rates. The arrivals from New Zealand were unusuaily large, 
being greater than from any other Australian colony. The arri- 
vals from the Cape were heavy. Those from the Bay dis- 
trict were for the most part short and in bad condition, but 
incladed » few superior clips.

New Yor, Nov. 21.—Although there was no improvement

Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin, &c., $7.10 to $7.60 ; Genesee, extra 
brands, $6.80 to $8 ; Missouri, $7.60 to $11.50 ; Canada, common, 
$6 to $6.65; Canada, good to choice extra, $6.70 to $8.80 per 
barrel. There was more inquiry for wheat for export, but 
no business of any extent was transacted for that purpose. The 
home demand, however, was tolerably active, and prices advanced 
3 to 5 cents per bushel. The receipts had somewhat increased, 
but the show of good and fine spring wheats on offer was small. 
The more recent transactions were at $1.41 to $1.46 for Chicago 
spring, $1.42 to $1.46 for Milwaukee Club, $1.47 for amber Mil- 
waukee, $1.50 to $1.60 for winter red Western, $1.61 to $1.63 
for amber Michigan, and $1.80 for white Canada. In corn, there 
was considerable activity, and several pareels were taken on 
speculation. Prices advanced 5 to 6 cents per bushel, and the

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK.

The arrivals of English wheat up to our markets, this week, 
coastwise and by lend-carriage, have been on a limited scale, 
and the demand for both red and white qualities has ruled 
steady, at an advance in the quotations of from 1s to 2s per 
quarter. The imports of foreign wheat having been small, 
the show of samples has fallen off, and all kinds have sold some- 
what freely, at fully 1s per quarter above last week's currency. 
Malting barley has changed hands, somewhat briskly, at extreme 
currencies; but grinding and distilling sorts, owing, in some 
measure, to their abundance, have met a slow sale, at late rates. 
The malt trade has continued in a healthy state. In prices, how- 
ever, very little change has taken place. Fine oats have advanced 
6d per quarter ; but heated samples have commanded very little 
attention. Beans have realised 1s per quarter more money, and 
the same amount of improvement has been obtained for peas. 
The transactions have been far from numerous. The sale for 
both English and foreign flour has been moderately active, and 
American qualities have advanced fully 6d per barrel, making the 
rise from the lowest point about 2s 6d per barrel. 

The markets on the Continent have been firm for most descrip- 
tions of wheat, and prices have had an upward tendency. Spring 
corn and flour have commanded more attention, with a fair con- 
sumptive demand. The latest advices from New York bring less 
activity in the demand for breadstuffs. 

The Scotch markets have been moderately firm for wheat and 
most other kinds of produce, and prices, almost generally, have 
shown a tendency to advance. 

In Ireland, fine wheat, barley, and oats, have produced rather 
more money, with a good trade. ll other articles, however, 
have met a dull sale, at late rates. 

The wheat trade at Mark lane, to-day, both as regards home 
and foreign-grown produce, was less active, yet no change took 

lace in prices, compared with Monday. Good and fine malting 
ley was steady in value; but inferior qualities were a slow sale. 
Oats steadily supported previous rates, notwithstanding that there 
was an increased cupply on offer, and beans, including peas, ruled 
firm in price. Most kinds of flour changed hands at a moderate 
extent, at full quotations. 

Mr George Dornbush reports the arrival off coast of 28 cargoes 
of grain, viz., 12 wheat, 4 maize, 9 barley, 2 beans, and 1 linseed.
